ABOUT  THIS  FOLIO 

Beginning  with  the  current  issue,  the  expanded  KPFA  Folio  will  be 
published  once  every  four  weeks,  providing  more  space  (at  less  cost)  to 
supplement  our  program  listings  with  additional  text  material.

While  covering  the  Helsinki  World  Peace  Conference  last 
summer,  journalist  and  radio  producer  Chris  Koch  spoke  to 
representatives  of  the  North  Vietnamese  government  and  of  the 
National  Liberation  Front  to  investigate  possibilities  of  going  to 
North  Vietnam  to  see  for  himself  what  conditions  were  like. 
Later,  back  in  New  York,  he  received  a  telegram  informing  him 
that  he,  along  with  three  other  Americans,  had  been  invited  by 
the  North  Vietnamese  Youth  Federation  to  make  the  trip. 

Upon  his  return  and  as  soon  as  those  of  us  in  Pacifica 
learned  of  the  trip,  KPFA's  Public  Affairs  Director,  Elsa 
Knight  Thompson,  and  News  Director,  Scott  Keech,  called  New 
York  and  recorded  a  transcontinental  interview  with  Chris 
Koch. 

The  following  article  which  has  been  edited  for  ease  in 
reading  consists  of  excerpts  from  that  program.  Mr.  Koch  was 
not  in  Vietnam  on  behalf  of  Pacifica;  his  reports  are  personal. 


REPORT  FROM  HANOI 

The  most  important  figure  in  the  Vietnam  government  we  were 
able  to  meet  was  Premier  Pham  Van  Dong  who,  in  their  hierarchy,  is  second  in  com- 
mand of  the  North  Vietnam  state  under  President  Ho  Chi  Minh.  We  spent  about  an 
hour  with  the  Premier  who  interviewed  us  at  the  Presidential  Palace  at  Hanoi.  He 
stressed  two  major  points  that  he  asked  us  to  bring  back  and  report  to  people  in  the 
United  States.  The  first  of  those  was  the  conditions  that  North  Vietnam  required  prior 
to  entering  into  negotiations  with  the  United  States  government.  He  expressed  in  the 
strongest  terms  possible  that  what  they  insisted  upon  was  agreement  in  principle  on 
the  three  major  conditions  of  the  1965  Geneva  Agreement.  Those  are:  national  reuni- 
fication of  Vietnam;  the  national  sovereignty  of  Vietnam  as  a  sovereign  state;  and 
the  independence  of  Vietnam  from  any  kind  of  control  from  any  other  power.  He 
also  insisted  upon  the  fact  that  the  United  States  recognize  the  principle  that  the 
National  Liberation  Front  is  the  representative  of  the  South  Vietnamese  people  and 
negotiations  must  include  talking  to  them. 

The  second  important  thing  that  the  Premier  talked  about  to  us  was  the  ideologi- 
cal dispute  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  China  as  it  was  reflected  in  Vietnam.  He 
recognized  that  there  is  a  great  deal  being  made  in  the  West  of  the  differences  between 
those  two  countries.  He  felt  there  was  some  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  American  ad- 
ministration to  use  these  differences  to  drive  a  wedge  between  those  countries  on  the 
question  of  Vietnam.  He  insisted  that  on  the  question  of  Vietnam  there  was  unity  in 
the  socialist  camp.  He  said  that  North  Vietnam  was  receiving  all  the  aid  that  it  had 
asked  for  from  those  countries. 

The  question  of  elections  specifically  did  not  arise  with  the  Premier. 
We  did  discuss  it  with  other  Vietnamese  officials  including  the  person  who  is  the  chief 
Vietnamese  liason  agent  with  the  International  Control  Commission.  He  said  that 
Vietnam  had  always  been  in  favor  of  elections  and  continued  to  be  in  favor  of  them. 
He  quoted  President  Ho  Chi  Minh  who,  in  1945,  had  called  for  elections  in  Vietnam. 
Despite  the  concern  on  the  part  of  the  Vietnam  leadership  at  that  time,  President  Ho 
said,  "We  must  trust  the  people — above  all,  we  must  trust  the  people.  If  we  can't  put 
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it  up  to  a  vote  by  them  then  we'd  better  forget  the  whole  thing."  That  is  not  a  direct 
quote,  obviously.  That  was  the  gist  of  his  message  in  1945  and  that  was  quoted  to  us 
in  '65  as  still  being  their  position. 

One  of  the  things  that  struck  me  most  about  my  trip  to  Vietnam 
and  perhaps  the  one  that  I  was  least  ready  for  was  the  intense  sense  of  nationalism 
and  national  unity  of  Vietnam  and  the  insistence  that  the  Vietnamese  civilization  and 
culture  is  distinct  in  Asia.  We  interviewed  some  archeologists  at  the  Anthropological 
Museum.  Since  1954  when  the  country  was  completely  liberated  from  French  domina- 
tion, they  have  been  conducting  large  scale  archeological  investigation  throughout 
North  Vietnam  with  the  help  of  Soviet  archeologists.  They  are  doing  this  partly  to 
reconstruct  their  own  cultural  past,  and  they  frequently  use  phrases  like  "Vietnam  is 
a  country  that  goes  back  for  40  centuries."  They  have  been  very  pleased  to  discover 
archeological  remains  that  verify  the  fact  that  there  were  people  living  in  the  areas 
of  North  Vietnam  20  or  30  centuries  before  Christ.  This  is  something  important  to 
them. 

We  talked  to  artists  and  writers  who  said,  "We  don't  like  Chinese  music  because 
it's  too  noisy.  We  have  our  own  music."  Indeed  their  music  is  distinct  and  different. 

We  talked  to  philologists  who  deal  with  the  Vietnamese  language.  They  refer  to 
the  fact  that  Vietnam  was  dominated  by  China  for  many  centuries.  There  was  great 
resistance  against  that  domination,  but  it  was  domination,  and  the  language  picked 
up  many  Chinese  words.  Those  are  now  being  removed  from  the  Vietnam  lexicon. 
They  are  replacing  them  with  indiginous  Vietnamese  terms. 

We  visited  factories.  One  was  a  textile  factory.  It  had  been  con- 
structed with  the  help  of  Soviet  technicians.  The  machinery  inside  was  Chinese.  We 
asked  them  how  much  economic  aid  of  that  sort  they  were  getting  from  the  countries 
and  they  said  that  they  had  gotten  a  great  deal  in  the  first  two  or  three  years  but  that 
now  they  feel  they  have  to  develop  their  own  industrial  base.  "We  have  to  develop  our 
own  surplus  of  money  so  that  we  can  build  our  own  heavy  industry."  This  is  not  so 
much  because  they  fear,  I  think,  a  political  domination  from  China.  They  are  a  little 
bit  concerned  about  a  cultural  domination.  They  want  to  maintain  their  own  separate, 
unique  characteristics.  They  insist  that  they  be  kept. 

The  French  domination  also  had  its  impact.  I  recall  while  I  was 
in  Moscow  making  arrangements  for  the  trip  I  talked  to  one  young  Vietnamese.  I 
said,  "How  do  you  like  Moscow?"  He  said,  "They  certainly  have  been  nice  to  us 
here."  I  said,  "Well,  yes,  but  how  do  you  like  it?"  "Well,  they  have  supplied  every 
need  that  we've  asked  for."  I  said,  "You  seem  to  be  dodging  the  question."  He  smiled 
and  he  said,  "You  know,  after  80  years  of  French  colonialism,  I  love  Paris." 

I  think  we  got  a  good  impression  of  how  the  people  feel.  Now  we 
don't  speak  Vietnamese.  We  did  have  a  translator.  All  I  can  say  is  that  we  got  to 
know  him  very  well.  We  would  sit  up  drinking  with  him,  talking  about  girls  and 
things.  He  seemed  to  me  the  kind  of  guy  who  was  translating  accurately.  Of  course, 
one  never  knows.  I  always  keep  part  of  my  mind  skeptical,  I  hope.

PROFILE Erik  Bauersf eld 

KPFA's  Master  of  the  Grand  Guignol  began  his  Black 
Mass  series  two  years  ago  with  a  relatively  simple  production 
of  Walter  de  la  Mare's  story  "All  Hallows."  Since  that  time, 
Erik  Bauersfeld  has  adapted  and  directed  some  of  the  more 
ambitious  dramatic  programs  heard  on  the  station,  utilizing  his 
own  stock  company  made  up  of  many  leading  Bay  Area  actors 
plus  a  number  of  bewildered  people  conscripted  from  the  lobby 
to  scream  or  gurgle  into  a  microphone  in  order  to  help  create 
a  special  effect. 

Mr.  Bauersfeld  was  born  in  Brooklyn  and  attended  New 
York  schools,  including  the  Cooper  Union  Art  School,  until 
he  joined  the  Navy  during  WW  II.  After  the  war,  "in  an  ef- 
fort to  get  as  far  away  from  New  York  as  possible  and  still  live  near  an  oceart  in  the 
United  States,"  he  moved  to  Berkeley,  where  he  attended  the  University  of  California  and 
did  graduate  work  in  Philosophy.  Subsequently,  he  studied  with  David  Park  at  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Institute  and  currently  teaches  in  the  Humanities  Department  there.  He 
reports,  with  mixed  feelings,  that  his  students  are  both  fans  and  critics  of  the  Black  Mass. 
Although  he  had  no  previous  experience  working  in  radio  before  coming  to  KPFA, 
Mr.  Bauersfeld  has  developed  into  a  one  man  programming  staff:  in  addition  to  acting, 
adapting  material,  and  directing  his  company  of  players,  he  also  does  his  own  editing 
and  works  closely  with  his  technical  producer.  He  estimates  that  a  typical  program  takes 
between  50  and  60  hours  to  prepare.  Beginning  this  Folio,  the  Black  Mass  will  be  broad- 
cast every  fourth  Saturday  around  11:30  p.m.  For  listeners  who  miss  a  program,  the  sta- 
tion plans  regular  rebroadcasts  ^it  various  hours. 

Producers  such  as  Erik  Bauersfeld  are  the  life  blood  (as  it  were)  of  KPFA  pro- 
gramming. In  future  Folios  we  shall  continue  with  profiles  of  familiar  KPFA  voices — 
on  the  theory  that  listeners  are  interested  in  knowing  something  about  what  manner  of 
men  are  behind  them.

All  along  the  highways  therf  are  people  working  in  the  fields, 
walking  along  the  roads,  driving  along  the  roads,  carrying  rifles  on  their  back  and 
bandoliers  of  bullets.  These  aren't  people  in  uniform.  These  are,  apparently,  people 
going  to  work  in  the  fields.  When  you  see  a  rice  paddy,  in  the  corner  there  is  always  a 
stack  of  rifles  ready  for  use.  Every  six  feet  along  the  highway  for  an  8  hour  drive 
there  was  a  slit  trench  or  a  fox  hole.  These  are  massed  with  people  sitting  down  and 
shooting  with  rifles  at  the  American  planes  as  they  fly  over.  Now  how  do  you  account 
for  this  kind  of  involvement  in  this  particular  war?  The  first  thing  is  that  the  bomb- 
ing of  North  Vietnam  has  really  incensed  many  people.  (I  don't  know  what  their 
attitude  was  before  we  were  there.)  Of  course,  the  press  plays  up  in  its  propaganda 
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appeals  the  bombing  of  civilian  targets.  These  are  reported  and  played  up  in  the  press. 
Every  time  another  hospital  is  bombed,  people  get  furious. 

The  understanding  by  the  common  people  of  the  complexities  of 
the  issues  is  not  a  sophisticated  one,  obviously.  We  asked  some  peasants  in  a  coopera- 
tive farm,  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  Communist  government  that  you  live  under?"  It 
was  as  if  the  question  was  being  asked  of  a  Martian.  The  question  didn't  make  sense 
to  them.  They  didn't  explain,  but  from  the  conversation  with  them  I  would  give  this 
explanation :  they  have  only  experienced  two  systems.  Up  until  1945,  then  during  the 
resistance  wars  of  '54,  they  experienced  French  colonialism.  In  1945,  two  million 
people  died  of  hunger  in  the  streets.  Approximately  80-90%  of  the  people  were 
illiterate.  For  all  of  Indochina,  the  French  had  built  only  one  University  with  500 
students.  Now  since  1954,  no  one  is  dying  of  hunger  in  North  Vietnam.  Indeed,  the 
population  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  500,000  per  year.  They  claim  that  illiteracy 
has  been  wiped  out — every  Vietnamese  has  reached  the  first  grade  level.  That's  not 
very  high,  but  that's  a  lot  higher  than  it  was  under  the  French. 

So  of  the  two  systems  that  they  have  to  compare,  one  is  French  colonialism  and 
one  is  the  government  of  Ho  Chi  Minh.  Between  these  two  alternatives  there  is  no 
question  in  their  minds  which  government  they  are  going  to  work  for,  fight  for,  and, 
they  say,  if  necessary,  die  for. 

We  saw  very  little  of  the  provinces  of  Vietnam.  I  know  what  I  was 
told.  I  know  what  I  saw  where  we  were  taken.  We  drove  from  Hanoi.  It  was  an  eight 
hour  drive  at  night — you  have  to  travel  at  night  in  Vietnam  because  the  roads  are 
unsafe  during  the  day.  In  that  stretch,  and  it  is  the  main  highway  south,  we  probably 
crossed  25  to  50  bridges.  Most  of  them  were  small  bridges — but  bridges  nonetheless — 
over  small  rivers  or  irrigation  ditches.  Of  those,  three  bridges  had  been  destroyed. 
One  bridge  was  about  reconstructed.  The  second — they  had  built  a  pontoon  brid£e 
from  the  bridge  that  had  been  destroyed.  They  took  it  down  at  dawn  and  put  it  back 
up  in  the  evening.  Traffic  moved  across  it  steadily  and  quickly  as  we  did  when  we 
crossed.  The  third  bridge  was  still  being  worked  on,  and  they  had  some  time  to  go 
yet  to  finish  it.  They  had  a  system  of  ferries  ferrying  trucks  across.  The  highway  that 
night  was  just  jammed  with  every  available  kind  of  conveyance  from  ox  carts  to  huge 
lorries  pulling  fruits  and  rice  and  things  like  that.  Clearly,  on  that  particular  highway, 
traffic,  while  much  more  difficult — in  the  evening  you  drive  with  no  lights,  you  have 
to  drive  more  slowly,  and  the  roads  were  much  more  crowded — was  continuing  to 
flow  regularly.  They  maintain  that  their  distribution,  while  being  affected,  has  not 
been  seriously  hurt. 

Most  of  the  industrial  system  is  in  the  Hanoi-Haiphong  area  which 
has  not  yet  been  bombed.  However,  outside  of  that  area,  there  has  been  extensive 
damage  to  industrial  plants.  We  went  through  the  third  largest  city  in  Vietnam  and 
there  we  visited  a  textile  plant.  It  had  been  built  by  the  French.  When  they  pulled  out 
in  '54,  they  destroyed  a  good  part  of  it.  The  Vietnamese  rebuilt  it,  and  now  we  have 
absolutely  and  completely  leveled  that  plant.  It  was  completely  destroyed  and  the 
entire  working  class  district  within  five  blocks  around  was  completely  destroyed. 
There  was  intense  devastation. 

The  United  States  bombed  a  dam  system.  This  is  the  dam  system 
designed  to  irrigate  thousands  of  hectares  of  rice  land  in  that  area.  Of  course  the 
bombing  of  a  rice  system  will  not  have  its  effect  right  now,  because  the  rice  harvest 
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is  in,  but  obviously  it  is  going  to  have  an  effect  on  the  economy.  When  we  asked 
about  that,  they  said,  "Under  these  circumstances  we  will  accept  aid  from  our  socialist 
allies  in  terms  of  replacing  those  things  that  have  been  destroyed. 

I  was  astonished  by  the  morale.  In  Hanoi  they  expect  to  be  bombed 
now  any  day.  They've  evacuated  50,000  women  and  children  to  the  hills  to  a  safer 
zone.  Yet  we  were  there  on  their  Independence  Day  and  they  had  a  huge  fireworks 
display — booming  fireworks  all  over  the  sky.  They  try  to  keep  their  life  going  on  as 
much  as  possible  the  way  it  was  before.  They  don't  use  lights  at  night ;  their  electricity 
has  been  knocked  out.  Their  hospitals  have  been  dispersed  throughout  the  countryside. 
Their  x-rays  are  done  by  hand-generated  electricity  and  things  like  that.  But  they  say, 
"Sure  it's  bad.  Our  roads  are  being  bombed,  but  when  we  fought  against  the  French, 
we  didn't  have  the  roads.  The  French  controlled  them.  Now  they're  our  roads  and  we 
control  them,  difficult  as  they  are  to  move  on.  Sure  it's  rough.  Our  cities  are  being 
bombed,  but  under  the  French  we  weren't  in  the  cities.  We  were  in  the  mountains  and, 
if  necessary,  we  can  go  back  to  them." 

You  have  to  remember  that  the  most  significant  experience  in 
many  of  these  people's  lives  was  the  struggle  against  the  French.  The  French  resistance 
war  and  the  battle  of  Dien  Bien  Phu  is  kind  of  their  Valley  Forge.  Enormous  num- 
bers of  people  took  part  in  this  battle.  If  you  read  Jules  Roy's  book  (The  Battle  of 
Dien  Bien  Phu),  you  realize  the  enormous  logistic  problem  that  the  Viet  Minh  over- 
came. They  overcame  it  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  little  peasants  wheeling  bicycles 
through  the  mountains  of  Vietnam  to  Dien  Bien  Phu  to  supply  the  troops  with  rice. 
I  would  say  if  anything,  they  tended  to  be  over-confident.  I'm  speaking  now  of  the 
common  people.  They  tend  to  over-estimate  their  military  potential  and  to  under- 
estimate the  kind  of  fire-power  and  manpower  the  United  States  has  available,  be- 
cause, of  course,  the  United  States  is  militarily  a  much  more  powerful  country  than 
France  was. 

This,  of  course,  was  not  stated  to  us  in  so  many  words,  but  the  leadership,  I 
think,  tends  to  see  the  military  situation  in  this  way :  they  don't  see  a  military  victory. 
They  don't  see  the  possibility  of  forcing  the  United  States  off  the  Indochina  main- 
land, but  they  do  think  that  the  United  States  will  not  be  able  to  achieve  military 
victory  and  that  hence  political  pressure  will  rise  to  the  point  where  the  United 
States  will  be  forced,  for  political  reasons,  to  make  some  kind  of  settlement. 

Q:  Then  they  are  looking  forward,  in  the  last  analysis,  to  negotiations? 

A:  Absolutely.  Yes.
